GOOD FENCES MAKE GOOD NEIGHBORS 
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Cec> fences make good neigh- 
“bors. And a neat white picket 

fence can be erected around the 

dooryard of any smal) home to 


make it look more important. 

Quite aside frém their decora- 
tive value, fences are functional 
if there are dogs or children in 
the household. They form a play- 
yard where youngsters can romp 
with their pets without overflow- 
ing disastrously into a neighbor's 
prize patch of sweet peas.
